The High Cost of Autos 


An interesting case which arose 
in Cucamonga township was this 
week decided by Judge Dewhirst of 
our superior court. 

Philip Wangler sued J. T. Trewitt 
of Ontario for damages to his auto- 
mobile caused by the negligence of 
Trewitt’s son while driving his fath- 
er’s car. Justice Belden held that 
the father was not liable because he 
had forbidden the son to take the 
car, but the superior court held that, 
ac the son had often taken the car 
after being forbidden, that the fath- 
er should have taken some _ proper 
step to make certain that his or- 
ders would be obeyed. Merely for- 
bidding and standing by and seeing 
the son take the car, without taking 
more stringent measures to prevent, 
was equivalent to consent. It was 
stated by Judge Dewhirst that the 
rule which the superior court of this 
county had adopted, and which seems 
to have been approved by the su- 
preme court, is, that a father who 
keeps a car for the pleasure of the 
family is liable for the damages 
caused by the 
member of the family while driving 
the car for his’ or the 
pleasure, and that a father who, in 
effect, consents to the use of his car 


by a member of the family, who is| 


Known to be a careless driver, will 


be liable for negligence in not se-| served tea 


lecting a propert person to drive his 
car. The court said that automo- 
biles were dangerous instruments in 
the hands of many people and he 
believed that if the court held the 
fathers liable, it would result in 
the greatest good to the public and 
tend to make auto owners more 
careful in permitting others to use 
their cars.
